After a five-month recruiting ban 
imposed because of ceiling strength 
limitations, Company G, 123rd In- 
fantry is now authorized to accept 
new members, Capt. Lawrence J. 

Lift- 
ing the recruiting ban will exempt 
young men 17-184 years of age from 
the draft if they enlist and serve 
satisfactorily, Capt. Quinlan seated. 


' The Selective Service Act of 1948 
provides that where the Governor of 
any State issues the necessary pro- 
clamation, any person who enlists in 
the Guard prior to attaining the 
age of 18 years and six months shall 
be deferred from training and ser- 
vice under the Act so long as he 
continues to serve satisfactorily," he 
said. 


On November 26. Governor Green 
issued the proclamation making it 
possible for 17 and 18* year olds to 
take their military training at home 
without interrupting their education 
or their careers.

SAFETY AT CHRISTMAS TIMI 


Each summer we hear and read a lot about safe driving 
on Memorial Day, the Fourth of July and Lobor Doy. W e are 
urged to be careful by newspapers, police, automobile associa- 
tions and others. There are similar timely warnings to New 
Year's Eve motorists. But it seems there has been one import- 
ant omission. 


According to the National Safety Council, motor vehicle 
accidents on Christmas Eve and Christmas Day are two or 
three times the annual daily average. The whole month of 
December, in fact, is bad. Icy roads, early dusk and other 
periods of bad visibility make highway travel particularly haz- 
ardous. Last year, for example, the total of pedestrian deaths 
in December was 42 per cent higher than the average for the 
first 11 months. 


M a n y victims of these unhappy statistics are youngsters 
of high school and college age. Drivers between the ages of ^ 
a 
h o f 
o f f i c e r s ^ 
4 g 
18 and 24 were involved in 27 per cent of all fatal accidents e n l i s t e d m e n 
last year. A n d that figure is misleadingly low, since the yearly 
mileage driven by this age group is relatively small. National 
Safety Council figures also show that the use of automobiles 
by persons under 25 is at its peak during the Christmas season. 


In an effort to cut the holiday toll this year, the lumber- 
,-nens Mutual Casualty Company, in co-operation with the 
Safety Council, is conducting a safe-driving contest in college 
newspapers. Prizes totaling $2000 will be given to the papers 
doing the best safety-crusading job, and to the individuals sub- 
mitting the best news stories, features, editorials and cartoons 
on the subject. A n d the sponsors report that a majority of col- 
lege publications are eniisted in the campaign. 


There are only nine prizes offered in this contest. But 
hundreds or, it may be hoped, thousands will take a crack at 
them. This means that they will be sitting down to some seri- 
ous thinking about highway accidents and their own driving 
habits in particular. 
A n d it is possible that some, among the 
many who win no award, will receive the infinitely more valu- 
able consolation prize of escape from death or injury through 
the extra caution that resulted from this serious thinking. 


That consolation prize is available to drivers of all ages. a t t h e c o u n t r y home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Safe driving can eliminate a lot of sadness

of us fee! should be the happiest season of the year.

New York—(/P)—Curtis G. Culin, 
Jr., made only one invention in his 
life—but it helped win the battle 
erf Normandy. 


It was this unheralded young ser- 
geant who figured out a way for 
American tanks to crash through 
the French hedgerows. Tnis led to 
Gen. Pattern's famous dash across 
Prance. 


Recognizing that the "suggestion 
box" principle pays off on the battle- 
field as well as on the industrial 
front. Gen. Dwight Eisenhower pays 
this tribute to "Bud" Culin in his 
memoirs: 


" (He) restored the effectiveness of 
the tank and gave a tremendous 
boost to morale 
throughout 
the 
army." 


I set out to get the sergeant's own 
story, and found him less impressed 
with his own invention that was 
his 
commander-in-chief. 
Ex-Ser- 
geant Culin, a slender, blond, mild- 
looking man of 33, now holds an 
office post here with Schenley Dis- 
tillers, Inc. 
First To Try It 


"I commanded a light tank in the 
102nd 
C a v a l r y 
Reconnaissance 
Squadron," he said, "and my inven- 
tion, if you want to call it that, was 
something anybody in the front lines 
would have come up with in a few 
days. Our squadron just happened 
to be the first to try it out and de- 
velop it." 


For six weeks after the landing in 
Normandy the American army made 
advances measured in terms of yards 
rather than miles. The landscape of- 
fered almost as much resistance to 
progress as did the dug-in enemy, j 


The chief obstacles were the fam 
ous Normandy hedgerows. They were 
massive banks of dirt, centuries old 
and topped by thick growths of 
shrubbeiy and small trees. 


"When our tanks hit them, it was 
like cracking into a stona wall," said 
Culin. "And if we tried to climb over 
them, the under belly of the tank 
was exposed. The German 
anti- 
tank guns then could rip us open 
like sardine cans. Our own tank 
guns were pointed at the sky—use- 
less. We couldn't defend ourselves." 
Pitchfork Method Works 


The problem was to find a way 
for the tanks to force a path through 
the hedgerows, guns firing, instead 
of clamboring over them. At first 
combat engineers were r.ent out on 
foot to blast holes in the hedgerows. 
But they were picked off by German 
infantry. 


"One day my commanding officer 
called a meeting of non-coms to get 
suggestions." said Culin. "I didn't 
know anything about mechanics or 
engineering, but I had seen a lot of 


on our tanks so we could dig through 
the hedgerows." 


They tried it. They welded four 
flanges to a crossbar, fixed it to a 
tank—and the 15-ton vehicle pitch- 
forked its way right through the 
nearest hedgerow. 


"Gen. Bradley heard about it and 
came down to watch a demonstra- 
tion," said Culin. "He saw it worked, 
and swore us to secrecy. He then 
secretly had 600 of our frontline 
tanks equipped. They were used to 
spearhead our attack." 
Germans Taken By Surprise 


The device caught the Germans 
completely 
by surprise, and 
the 
American army made a successful 
breakthrough of the nazi lines at St. 
Lo on July 25th, 1944—the break- 
through that carried to the Sieg- 
fried line. 


"Later they called me and three 
others to corps headquarters and 
gave us the Legion of Merit for the 
invention," said Culin. "All it meant, 
to me was a half-day off from the 
front. 


"One of those who got a medal," he 
grinned, "was an officer who insisted 
when I made the suggestion that 
it would never work." 


Culin lost his left foot and had 
part of his right thigh blown off a 
few weeks later in the Huertgen 
forest when he stepped on a German 
mine and fell on another one. 


"But it didn't make a pacifist." 
he said. "Hell, no. V don't think 
we're doing half enough right now. 
I only hope we don't make the same 
mistake we made in 1939."

Repair Of Bridge 
In Road District 
Urged By Council 


The city council voted Monday 
night to Join with Road District 7 in 
requesting the Illinois division of 
highways to hasten repairs on the 
Brooklyn 
avenue 
bridge 
across 
Mauvaisterre creek. The span has 
been closed to traffic nearly two 
years since it was badly damaged by 
a heavily-loaded transport truck. 


Alderman Flynn brought up the 
question of the bridge, which is lo- 
cated just outside of the city limits. 
Because of its proximity to the city, 
the alderman said it should be put 
back into commission, 


Flynn called attention to the epi- 
sode Sunday afternoon in which an 
unidentified driver knocked down 
barricades and crossed the bridge 
twice, although some of the plank- 
ing is missing. Flynn said that al- 
though the span is outside of <the 
city, the council should urge Im- 
mediate repairs because the bridge 
serves traffic entering the city. 


On his motion, seconded by Alder- 
man Weaver, the council voted to 
join the road district in asking 
prompt action. 


Kenneth Stapleton, engineer, told 
the council the state highway de- 
partment has offered to furnish steel 
beams for the bridge if the road dis- 
trict will construct the approaches. 
Another conference on the subject 
is expected to be held soon. 


Alderman Kelly announced that 
the state highway department has 
requested the city to engage the 
services of engineers to supervise the 
installation of new traffic signals 
and lights at South Main street and 
College avenue. He introduced a 
resolution to employ the firm of eas- 
ier and Stapleton, which was adopt- 
ed on motion of Alderman Hender- 
son, seconded by Alderman Flynn. 
The engineers will be paid seven per 
cent of the total cost of the project, 
under terms of the contract. 


Stapleton reported that the new 
switchboard has been received at the 
municipal light plant to be used in 
connection with the big new gen- 


erating unit which has just been in- 
stalled. He said the switchboard is 
expected to be hooked up and ope- 
rating by the middle of this week. 


A budget report for eleven months 
was submitted by Alderman Baker, 
chairman of the finance committee, 
who urged department heads to "be 
careful from here on out" in making 
expenditures. The report showed 
combined departments to be $3,096.64 
ahead of the budget. 


The report of City Treasurer Qma 
B. Cline was read by the clerk. It 
showed a balance of $4,214.18 in the 
general fund as of Nov. 30.

More New Buildings 
For Hospital, State 
Schools Recommended 


Springfield, III., Dec. 1 4.—(AP)—State welfare officials 
today asked a 15 percent increase in operating funds for the 
two fiscal years storting July 1. 


They also sought a 400 percent boost in funds for men- 
tal hospital construction and other new projects. 


Welfare Director Cassius Poust submitted the requests to 
the state budgetary commission, which is holding hearings on 
the 1949-51 biennial state budget. The commission will make 
recommendations to Governor-Elect Adlai E. Stevenson and the 
legislature. 


Poust put at $87,484,000 the cost of 
feeding, clothing and caring for the 
47,000 mental patients and other 
state wards. The 1947 legislature 
allotted $76,368,000 for this purpose 
during the biennium ending next 
June 30. 


The requested operating increase 
at $11,116,000 was mostly to supple- 
ment undermanned institution staffs 
and to raise salaries in an effort to 
attract more help. 


Poust said if the entire operating 
increase is granted, the department 
would be authorized to build its staff 
to 12,321 employees, or 1,336 more 
than at present. 


He said there are 877 vacancies on 
the welfare payroll. Salary levels 
have been too low to draw applicants 
for some positions, he added.

Poust said the requested amount j 
would provide for 5,300 additional 
beds for patients. 


Of these, 3,100 beds are proposed 
at 11 existing state mental hospitals 
and feeble minded colonies. The 
other 2,200 represent new facilities 
which Poust said could be realized if 
$10,000,000 were appropriated for a 
rtart on c-ach of the following proj- 
ects: 


A new state hospital at an unspe- 
cified location in downstate Illinois, 
a new unit at the Chicago State hos- 
pital and a new security hospital for 
defective delinquents. 


Of the $106,950,000 for all construc- 
tion, Poust asked $87,676,000 for new 
facilities for the mentally ill and 
defective. He asked $12,485,000 for 
improvement, such as those for the 
blind, deaf and delinquent minors. 
He sought $3,414,000 for repair and 
restoration work at the department's 
25 institutions.

Policy Compromise 
At Atlantic City 


Atlantic City, N. J.. Dec. 14—(.¿Pi- 
Southern delegates offeree- a com- 
promise tonight on an 
American 
Farm Bureau Federation "convention 
fight on the question of future farm 
price supports and government con- 
trols. 


They came here insisting that the 
farm organization come out in favor 
of continuance of present govern- 
ment 90 per cent parity price sup- 
ports for major farm products and 
rigid controls to curb surpluses. • 


This would mean a reversal in the 
bureau's present policy. Last year's, 
convention endorsed a system' of 
flexible supports, ranging between 
60 and 90 percent of parity. That sys- 
tem was put into a new farm law 
passed by the last congress. 


(Parity is a legal standard for 
measuring 
actual farm prices. 
It 
is declared by law to be fair equally 
to producers and consumers.) 


Apparently convinced that 
they 
do not have the votes to put over 
the high support level proposal, the 
southerners said they would be sat- 
isfied if the convention took no posi- 
tion on the support level issue. 


They would leave the matter of 
determining the bureau's stand to 
its officials and board of directors. 
The decision thus could be postponed 
until the issue comes before the next 
congress, as farm leaders there have 
promised that it will. 


The compromise plan was put up 
to the convention's resolutions com- 
mittee. The committee will make its 
report Thursday, the final day of 
the convention. 


Meanwhile, 
President 
Allan 
B. 
Eline tried to smooth the convention 
tension over the support issue. 


In a speech before the convention, 
he described as "rumors" reports 
that he had threatened to resign if 
the convention reversed itself 
on 
flexible supports. 


He said the flexible system is de- 
signed to "fit into a dynamic econ- 
omy" because, he added, it is based 
on an "incentive system." 


The flexible program would boost 
supports in times of shortages and 
lower them in times of surpluses.
